His wife 
aided him in all his works and occupies 
almost as high a place among temperance 
workers of her sex as her husband does 
among men. ;

At that 
time he was not a temperance advocate and

PRODUCT 10 BE CHEAPER. 


Over $3,000,000 Will Be Spent 
in Installing System at 
Gary, Ind., Alone. 


Pittsburg, Pa., June 30.—That the cost of 
the production of steel may be reduced a 
few cents a ton millions of dollars are to 
be spent in new machinery for the plants 
of the United States Steel corporation, and 
almost a hundred engines are to be rele- 
gated practically to the scrap heap. 

This step will probably take two or three 
years to complete, but it le ured by the 
experiments that have been carried on at 
the Edgar Thomson plant of the corpora- 
tion at Braddock, where the experiments 
have been along the lines of abolishing coal 
im favor of gas as fuel and using the gas 
that blows from the blast furnaces. 

At Gary, Ind., where a new plant is being 
built, twenty or more of the new engines 
will be inetalled tu furnish power and to 
„ blow the furnaces. These engines are 
said to cost about $150,000 each, and the cost 
for engines alone at this plant will be about 
$3,000,000, 

Besides there will be a great expenditure 
for the vast system of monster pipes for 
carrying the gas from the blast furnaces and 
for its purification before it can be used in 
the engines. 

When this new method is completed gas 
will be the only fuel used. The gas from the 
furnaces, refined in the washers which are 
part of the huge pipage system and exploded 
in the cylinders of enormous engines, wil! 
blow the furnaces and produce the electric

A DEFECTIVE ROADBED. 

For some time there have been reports 
circulated of the condition of the roadbed 
on some of the western railroads which 
have not been reassuring to those who 
like to travel. Trains have been unable 
to keep up to schedule. Accidents from 
spreading raila have been frequent. The 
suspicion has grown that there bas not 
been that constant attention to the track 
which public safety demands. . 
A Kansas railroad commissioner has 
been making some investigations. His 
method of inquiry was not that of con- 


|. versation with railroad officials supposed- 


ly familiar with the conditions, but was 
the simple and convincing one of walking 
along the track himself and using his 
eyes. The reported results of this person- 
al investigation are startling. Within a 
single mile he found 807 rotten, broken, 
and weakened ties, from many of which 
it was not diffienlt to draw the spikes. 
In one rail length nine out of seventeen 
ties were defective. A similar examina- 
tion of another division of the same road 
showed the same condition of things, two 
or three ties out of five being found un- 
satisfactory. The verdict is natural: the 
divisions are declared unsafe for heavy 
traffic or for rapid movement of trains. 

The condition of the roadbed is the 
most important factor im the safety of a 
railroad. A splendid engine and cars 
containing every arrangement for com- 
fort count for nothing if the track upon 
which they are to run is in poor condi- 
tion. It is a valuable asset for a rail- 
road to be able to advertise excellence in 
this important particular. Where the sec- 
tion hands do their duty faithfully, where 
the track walkers are observant, the trav- 
‘eler feels safe. | ie 

It is this constant, unremitting - watch- 
fulness which makes the fastest train a 
place of comparative safety to the pa- 
tron. If there is carelessness and inat- 
tention disaster follows. No plea about 
the expense of maintenance has any 
value. Unless there is reasonable atten- 
tion to the safety of travelers trains 
should not be permitted to start. It will 
be interesting to see what dction is taken 
by the Kansas state authorities in view 
of the observations’ of its railroad com- 
missioner, Are there roads in other 
states which are equally culpable?

She, as well as her three 
successors, were frequent visitors there, and 
it is at Hoghton tower that King James I. 
is said to have in a moment of high good 
humor and mirth knighted the goodly joint 
of beef placed before him, which has ever 
since been known by the name of Sir Loin. 
The table at which this historic plece of 
beef was thus distinguished by the crown is 
still preserved at Hoghton tower. 

Another bit of festive history associated 
with King James’ visit to Hoghton on that 
occasion was the pregentation to him by a 
great numbér of tradespeople, peasants, end. 
servants of a petition to the effect that they 
might be allowed to take their diversions 
after divine service on Sundays. King James 
showed himself willing to relieve the strict- 
ness of the Sabbath observance lawea in their 
favor, and the result was his promulgation of 
a decree known as the Book of Sports,”

MILLIONS FOR PEOPLE 
IN NEW DISCOVERIES. 


Washington, D. C., June 30.—* Millions of 
dollars—in fact, a sum so vast that it can- 
not now be estimated—have been saved to 
the American people by discoveries made by 
government scientists during the fiscal year 
which closed today, declared Secretary Wi- 
son in speaking of the record of the depart- 
ment of agriculture for the year. 

“Time alone must develop the importance 
to the world of the experiments being con- 
ducted every day by these men, whose only 
reward is in the passing fame attained in 
reporting valuable finds. There would be 
money in many of these discoveries if the 
scientiste were to patent them in their own 
names, but in every case the people as a 
whole are the benefiolaries, for the patents 
are dedicated to the government.” 


— 
Balary Lift for Inventors. 

Secretary Wilson feels that the recognition 
by the government of these discoveries ip far 
too meager, but he does not hesitate to give 
to the scientist this little help whenever he 
feels that it is merited. Whenever a valuable 
discovery, warranting a United States patent, 
is made by an employ6 of the department of 
agriculture the secretary advances the salary 
of the employé as much as it ie possible to do 
under the law. The patent istaken out in this 
country in the name of the scientist making 
the discovery and then dedicated to the Unit- 
ed States. 

Secretary Wilson estimated that the discov- 
ery of an ink which y be used in stamping 
carcasses that have passed government meat 
inapectors and which will not stain, spread, 
or penetrate the meat will in itself save 
the government between $300,000 and $400,- 


000 next year and ae proportionately larger 


gum annually as the amount of government 
mapected meat increases. The ink discovery 
was made by Marion Dorsett, acting. chief 
of the biochemic division of the department 
of laboratory. He received from the govern- 
ment an a@vance in salary amounting to 
about $1,000 a year.

Potash Discovery Valuable. 

Dr, Allerton S. Cushman, assistant director 
of the office of pure foods, discovered the 
principles of the extraction of potash from 
finely ground feldspathic rocks. This dis- 
covery means that the United States will no 
longer be dependent upon Germany for the 
supply of potash used in the manufacture of 
fertilizers. 

It was Dr. Cushman also who made impor- 
tant discoveries in the manufacture of fence 
wire of greatly increased durability at a cost 
no greater than under the present process. 
Along the same lines he investigated the sub- 
ject of preventing the rusting of all exposed 
metals, including steel rails.

Hop Soap Cleanses. 


Most persons have indistinct ideas of the 
manner in which soap acts in removing dirt. 
This is not so simple a matter as it may seem, 
for even chemists have been more or less 
puzzled by it, although there is now substan- 
tial agreement among them as to the chem- 
istry of the process. 

It is generally considered that the efficacy 
of soap @epends mainly upon its decomposi- 
tion, when it is mixed with water, into an 
alkali and a fatty acid. 

The alkali thus set free dissolves the grease 
by which the dirt is attached to the surface to 
be cleaned, and the water then carries the 
dirt off. But this ia not all; the fatty acid 
from the soap neutralizes any free alkali 
remaining after the loosening of the dirt, and 
thus prevents the alkali from attacking the 
cleansed surface itself. This is important 
when soap is applied to the skin, and the 
painful effects produced by some varieties of 
soap are due to the fact that they poseess 
an excess of free alkali, more than the fatty 
acids can neutralize. 

But there are other factors concerned in the 
action of soap. Its cohesive power, upon 
which the formation of soap bubbles and 
lather depends, enables it to gather up the 
dirt as it is loosened by the alkali. Then, too, 
the process is assisted by the curious proper- 
ty which soap possesses of producing a great 
agitation among solid particles suspended in 
water. 

This, of course, tends to the ready removal 
of the dirt after it has been detached from 
the surface, and it is this action that chemists 
have pointed out as being one of the elements 
of the cleansing power of soap.

Up to Thursday, when the bull be "oon was 
let loose, the trade treaded with mi..cked cau- 
tion, price fluctuations being narrow and 
business light. From the beginning of the 


week there was a steady inrunning of un- 


favorable crop advices from the domestic 
and Canadian northwest and a persistent 
rumble of bad harvesting results in winter 
wheat territory. These influences had an in- 
creasingly disquieting effect, and when 
shorts began to cover on Thursday, with of- 
ferings scanty, prices shot up more than a 
nickel in about an hour’s time. The climax 
to the sharp upturn came when Expert Jones 
declared that the yield of winter wheat would 
not reach. 300,000,000 bu, compared to his 
May estimate of about 325,000,000 bu. He 
said that Texas, Oklahoma, and Kansas 
combined, would not turn out more than 50,- 
000,000 bu, whereas in May he allotted 60,000,- 
000 bu to Kansas alone. 


See Small Yield Southwest. 

Later he and Expert Inglis figured the 
probable yields of the southwestern states 
at about 73,000,000 bu—only 38,000,000 bu for 
Kansas, 28,000,000 bu for Missouri, and 7,000, - 
000 bu for Texas and Oklahoma. The crops 
in these states last year totaled about 150,- 
000,000 bu. The exports also declared that 
conditions in Nebraska and other parts of 
winter wheat country were unfavorable, and 
that weather was too cool to advance the late 
spring wheat crop. 

All eyes are on the spring. wheat situation. 
Reports concerning the state of affairs north- 
west have been conflicting. Some men 
recognized for honesty and conservatism in- 
sist that, aside from bejng late, conditions are 
all that could reasonably be desired. Other 
men, equally noted for honesty and con- 
servatism, have gone so far as to say that 
nothing short.of miracles can bring about 
even a fair yield. They say that as matters 
now stand the outlook is gloomy. It seems 
to be quite generally conceded that harveat- 
ing results southwest are unsatisfactory. 


Better Export Demand Needed. 

While many in the trade are bullishly in- 
clined, they believe that not much in the way 
of price advancement can take place until 
the export demand assumes greater propor- 
tions. They figure that eventually Durope 
will be forced to come to American shores 
for large quantities of wheat, but, with the 
heavy holdings of old crop stuff and the pros- 
pective early movement of new wheat to 
market, they cannot warm up much at this 
time. It is conservatively estimated that the 
world’s shortage of wheat this’ year will be 
between 300,000,000 and 400,000,000 bu. 

FEurope will have to come to America to 
square up her deficiencies, supplying itself 
from a crop already 100,000,000 bu short,” 
said a bull. At the moment there is noth- 


ing to indicate that the spring wheat crop: 


will be sufficient to offset the big shortage 
in winter wheat, but many things to suggest 
that it will fall far below last year's outturn. 
The crop is late, and it has a whole seagon 
of vicissitudes to face. If it comes out un- 
scathed it will be doing a wonderful thing. 
Aside from the lateness and the unseasonable 
weather, the crop has to deal with the kind 
of green bugs that created such havoc in the 
southwest.”

Live Stock Review. 


Considering the heavier receipts of hogs, 
last week's swine market gave a fairly good 
account of itself. The arriv here were 
146,750, compared to 126,500 the correspond- 
ing period last year. The local demand 
showed considerable life, but the shipping 
business was disappointing. It is expected 


to widen last week. A leading live stock 
concern had this to say: ‘‘ Famine supplies 
of cattle in Chicago show dressed beef pack- 
ers and eastern shippers that cattle are not in 
the country. From now on Chicago will 
eclipse farther western markets, as eastern 
shippers will have to fill their orders on good 
cattle in Chicago. Buying hogs in the coun- 
try will be a safer proposition from now on. 
After July 4 haying, followed by oat cutting, 
will cause lighter receipts. Bastern shipping 
orders will increase, and hogs will be on the 
upgrade instead of on the downgrade.“

The value of land and water is determined in a large measure by accessibility to markets.
